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EDITORIAL 


On Wednesday night the CBC ran a programme on 
C:ntario’s economic future. During the course of the 
programme a Latvian car salesman ‘made a very 
interesting comment. He said that if his country had 
one tenth of the natural resources of New Brunswick 
(one of the poorest provinces in terms of resources) it 
would be the most powerful nation in Europe. He also 
said that we are spoiled - we've been too rich too long 
and have never learned to manage our resources and 
our work force efficiently. 


Perhaps this explains something that has always 
puzzled me. Canada is, without doubt, one of the 
richest nations on earth in terms of natural resources, 
if not THE richest. Yet we, with all these raw materials 
in our own backyard cannot begin to compete with, 
say, the Japanese, who have to import almost 
everything. 


Labour costs are part of the story - and the 
expectation of an exceptionally high standard of 
living, but not the whole story. Why are we scrabbling 
frantically for economic survival in the midst of 
untold wealth? Why have we a branch plant 
economy? Why must we continually defer to our 
neighbours to the south? Without our hydro, water 
and raw materials the United States would be in dire 
straits indeed. 


Maybe it has something to do with the character of 
the Canadian people. One of their most endearing 
qualities in the eyes of newcomers, accustomed to the 
turbulence of other countries, is their political 
innocence. Canadians are nice guys, recognized as 
such the world over, and they expect everyone else to 
be a nice guy too. Rocking the boat is against their 
creed but a little rocking is in order right now, if we 
are not to sink alongside someone else’s boat. It’s 
time Canada developed some backbone. It’s time we 
stopped giving in and handing over whatever is 
demanded. It’s time Canadian resources 


were 
developed by Canadian workers 


Much has been made of bringing home the 
constitution and shaking off the last vestiges of 
colonialism. Aren't we still an exploited colony, if not 
in name? Wake up Canada. Your national childhood 
is Over it’s time to take charge of your own affairs and 
face the world as a mature adult

Dr. Weir said rarities on the

While Kingston birders have 
been probing for winter birds 
since 1948, the history of this 
annual ritual goes back much 
further. Long before present day 
regulations on migratory birds it 
was a custom for many people 
to go out on Christmas Day and 
see how many birds they could 
shoot in a 24-hour period. 


Upset by this custom, Frank 
Chapman, a_ veteran bird- 
watcher, got a bunch of his 
birdwatching companions 
together for a Christmas bird 
walk. Results of the walk were 
published in Bird Lore , 
considered the birder’s Bible of 
the day 


The event soon attracted 
considerable interest and it 
wasn't long before other similar 
walks were started. From that 
humble beginning was born the 
Christmas Bird Count of today 


Today the whole effort is 
organized by the National 
Audubon Society in New York 
with all counts carried out under 
guidelines to give the increasing 
number of counts some 
meaning. Held on a chosen day 
during a two-week period near 
Christmas the binocular brigade 
combs roadsides, backyards, 
marshes, woods, deserts, 
beaches, open fields, open 
water, frozen lakes, mountains, 
jungles, tangles and oceans 
within a 15-mile diameter circle 


The results are published 
about eight months later in an 
800-page journal called 
American Birds. Last year, nearly 
34,000 birders in North America 


tracked down just under 50 
million birds, down 60 million 
birds from the previous winter. 
The United States submitted 
1,358 counts with 148 from 
Canada, 15 from Central 
America, 10 from West Indies 
and Bermuda and one from 
South America. 


Ontario with 53 counts 
traditionally has submittted by 
far the highest number of counts 
from Canada. Long Point in Lake 
Erie came out on top with 96 
species, a figure rarely obtained 
by some observers in an entire 
winter, let alone in one day. 


The book in which these 
counts are published provides 
interesting reading. One 
observer, says the book, has 
been averaging seven counts a 
year since World War Two. 
Another regular participant 
since 1929, died last year at the 
age of 91. Highest number of 
species found on any count was 
319 in the Atlantic Canal Area. By 
comparison, three observers in 
Bethel, Alaska, drove 45 miles by 
car, snowmobiled for four miles, 
warked two miles in sub-zero 
temperatures and were able to 
turn up only two species for their 
efforts. But their count will 
probably continue another year 
Not so, however, with a count in 
Maryland which has been 
discontinued permanently. The 
person responsible for sending 
in the the count after 47 
consecutive years enclosed this 
brief note with his results. ‘It has 
died a natural death: :

‘King Pirate’ of the fresh eae 
Itspares no fish, large or sma , its 
voracious mouth ever open to 
gulp down its prey Inulscrt 
ately, not sparing its own kind. 
The pike darts, lightning fast, 
after its prey, seizes it, thrashesit, 
then swallows it in a jiffy. 


Its digestion is as speedy as its 
assault, its appetite is never 
ending. It thins out its own 
empire but it reproduces 
prolifically. Were this now so, 
the gourmets would be deprived 
to a great extent of its delicious 
meat. 


But if the pike is a ferocious 
and cannibalistic fish, its flesh is 
of a supreme delicacy with 
which a real chef may work 
magic and which many of the 
thousands of sauces known in 
culinary art adorn and ennoble. 


There exists in the Amazon 
River, South America, a giant 
species of pike. This colossus, 
always hungry, possesses a 
formidable saw-like mouth with 
hundreds of sharp teeth. Its flesh 
is one of the most delicate there 
is, especially delectable when 
boiled or court-bouilloned in 
white wine and served with a 
side dish of soft, smooth, 
creamy, Hollandaise sauce. 


It is claimed that pike, like 
carp, live to be very old, and it 
has been stated, although never

caught in the River Volga in 
Russia, weighing 60 pounds and 
measuring 7 and 8 feet. 


According to a most 
extraordinary fish story, it has 
been established that the oldest 
pike ever caughtalive, was taken 
during the year 1497, at 
Kaiserlauten, near Mannheim 
in Germany. The skeleton was 
kept for many years in a museum 
of that town. This famous pike 
reached 20 feet in length and 
weighed nearly 975 Ibs. 


Moreover, it was found that a 
gilded ring which was found in 
the monster bore the following 
inscription, engraved in 
German: ‘I am the first fish 
which has been thrown into this 
water by the hands of Emperor 
Frederick Il, October the 5th, 
1262.’ 


Consequently, when caught, 
this Mehuselah was 235 years 
old!

Chunky Pork and Beans 
400 g white beans 
500 g boneless pork 

shoulder butt 
SmL salt 
2 mL freshly ground pepper 
2 medium onions, chopped 
2 cloves garlic, chopped 
398 mL can tomatoes 
250 mL red wine or 

tomato juice 
5 mL dried thyme 
1 bay leaf 

Wash beans in cold water; 
drain in colander; pick over 
for shriveled, broken or 
discoloured beans. Put them 
in a saucepan, cover with 5 
cm fresh cold water. Bring to 
a boil then boil briskly 2 min. 
Turn off heat, cover and let 
stand at least 1 h_ before 
continuing preparation of 
recipe. 


Drain beans after they 
have cooked. Cover with 
fresh cold water, bring to a 
boil, then simmer for 1 h.

And that is the crux of the matter — the service, or lack of i eee ne rhyme nor 
reason to the eccentricities of Canada Post. On one day! gays vies eters, one frovn 
Montreal, which had been mailed three weeks before, one rom ingstony which took 
five days to arrive and one from England which was delivered to my mail box in just 48 


hours. 


Although the public bitterly resents the inadequacies of the post office, many are 


resigned to it. Aletter froma friendin Kitchener, mailed on December 6th, apologized in 
advance for the late arrival of Christmas greetings. Another friend decided not to write to 
Alberta because the letter would be directed to someone who was returning to Ontario 


in two weeks. 

They don’t even handle their own mail well. The advertising campaign about their 
price increases was mailed to the newspapers. The Community Newspaper Association 
received 237 calls in 22 days because the ads had not arrived. Many papers ran with 
empty spaces that week — courtesy of Canada Post. 


And what’s more, their staff recognize the inadequacies as well as the public. While 
trying to trace a piece of mail that appeared to have gone astray between Deseronto and 
Toronto, we were told by a Post Office official not to worry until three weeks had elapsed. 


Three weeks for delivery to Toronto! 


Yet they have the gall to increase their rates by over 70%. No independent business 
would have survived such a track record — much less be able to foist this price hike ona 
captive public. But then no independent business could afford to pay unskilled workers 
$11 an hour either — guess who really pays those wages? But Canada Post has a monopoly 
and it seems that Michael Warren is prepared to enforce it. The City of Kitchener is being 
threatened with legal action because they have chosen to deliver their own utility bills 
instead of relying on the dubious service of the post office. Does he intend to sue all the 
small businesses who are also hand-delivering their bills?

Photo by Terry Sprague 


More caskets than cabinets for carpenter 


By Terry Sprague 

Allen Hennessey of Picton says 
he is doing a job that needs tobe 
done to fulfill a need in life. Heis 
turning out an item for which 
there will always be a demand, 
but adds that he has difficulty 
coaxing some people, among 
them his sister, to enter his plant — 
to see his line of products. j 


Mr. Hennessey, owner of Twi- 
Lite Industries, is a casket maker 
and his plant at R.R.8, Picton 
contains a stock of 100 or more 
caskets in storage racks ready for 
shipment to places as far north as 
Dryden, east into Quebec and 
west to Windsor. 


Mr. Hennessey, a carpentry 
veteran of 30 years, started 
building caskets after being 
approached in November of 
1978 by two local residents. He 
combined his new trade with his 
already successful cabinetry 
business, operating out of 
rented facilities in the Loch Sloy 
Industrial Park at Picton Heights. 
He moved his business to its 
present location on County 
Road 4, five miles north-west of 
Picton last month and although 
he still builds cabinets, the 
casket business is his biggest 
line, averaging 25 caskets a 
week. 


Two people are employed to 
continue with the cabinet 
making, but it takes 17 local 
employees to keep up with the 
orders for caskets. Of these, 
three are salesmen who are on 
the road taking orders for new 
shipments and once ordered 
these are trucked to their 
destinations, often 35 caskets ina 
single load. 


Of the employees, seven are 
members or immediate relatives 
of the Hennessey family. Mr. 
Hennessey’s wife, Agnes, 
assisted by two other female 
employees do the sewing of the 
lining and pillows for the inside 
of the caskets as well as 
preparing the fabric for the 
exterior of the cloth caskets. 


The present plant originated 
from a 2,000 foot greenhouse. 
Since then he has constructed a 
3,000 foot building, a 1,600 foot 
warehouse and several other 
smaller buildings. 


Only those people who have — 


visited such a plant, or have had 
the mournful task of having to 
select a casket for a relative can 
appreciate the difficulty in 
making a selection. 


Assuming itis a wooden casket 
that is preferred, and not one 
constructed of some other 
material, a decision has to be 
made on whether it will be 
willow, pine or oak. There is an 
almost infinite number of 
exterior designs, including a 
round top, flat top, octagonal, 
half couch, full couch, a K-panel 
or double J-panel. The bottom 
of the casket can be of either 
shredded paper or wood 
excelsior and can be lined with 
material of any colour or texture. 
There is crepe, velour and satin 
acetate. There are many choices 
in handles, says Mr. Hennessey 
and they can be chromed, high 
colored bronze, bronze tipped - 
to name just a few. 


Cremation boxes are also built 
at the plant and Mr. Hennessey 
says cremation is becoming 
more popular. One of the 
reasons is the price tag which is 
almost a third of the cost of a 
conventional funeral. More 
people are changing their 
attitudes towards cremation, 
says Mr. Hennessey. Cremation 
used to be a horrifying thought 
to many people but people are 
becoming more acclimatized to 
this method now. 


While more than a dozen 
members of the Hennessey 
family are employed in Twi-Lite 
Industries, casket making isn’t 
for everyone. ‘My sister comes 
down from Barrie and gets all 
shook up,’ laughs Mr. 
Hennessey. ‘She refuses to come 
into the plant ... doesn’t want 
anything to do with the caskets.’ 


Mr. Hennessey’s daughter, 
Naomi, however, took a more 
casual approach to the plant and 
its products. She climbed into 
one of the finished caskets and 
had her picture taken, complete 
with flowers.

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A BAD YEAR FOR FARMERS 
To the Editor: 


No one would call 1981 a good 
year for Ontario farmers. 
Increased capital and operating 
costs, coupled with crippling 
interest rates, made it one of the 
worst years farmers have had to 
undergo in decades. 


But as bad as it was, there have 
been worse. And _ farmers, 
fortunately, tend to take the 
long view of life. Farmers are 
familiar with the various seasons 
of life: not just seasons for 
planting and seasons for 
harvesting, but the seasons of 
plenty and the seasons of need. 


We in the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food are also 
familiar with seasons and cycles. 
We too take the long view of life. 


That is why we have launched 
a year-long, $60 million 
assistance program for 1982 to 
help qualified farmers who need 
refinancing; ‘bridging’ or 
adjustment financing. 


Although this could be called 
a short-term program, its aim is 
long-term: to ensure that those 
producers who receive this aid 
will be running full-time, fully 
productive, viable operations in 
the future. 


This, however, is just our most 
recent program. 


There were also many 
programs launched last year. 


For example, 1981 was a very 


bad year for beef producers. 


That is why we introduced the 
$30 million Slaughter Cattle 
Assistance Program, the recently 
expanded $9 million Stocker 
Cattle Assistance Program, and 
the $20 million Cow-Calf 
Program to help protect our 
important beef-breeding 
industry. 


In addition, the sow-weaner 
plan was triggered by low prices 
and paid out $7 million to 
producers.

We cannot afford to be as 
reliant on others for food as we 
Bees on the OPEC nations for 
oil. 


Many of our programs are 
designed to help Ontario 
become more self-sufficient in 
terms of food supplies. They are 
investments in the future. 


This should be a national goal. 


There are also numerous 
agricultural programs under 
BILD - the Board of Industrial 
Leadership and Development: 
the $20 million capital assistance 
for food processing program; 
$1.5 million for asparagus 
producton; $1.5 million for the 
cream assistance program; $2 
million for the expansion of the 
Farmers’ Market at the Ontario 
Food Terminal; $1.75 million for 
the equipment fund for 
agricultural colleges and the $15 
million whey incentive program 


And there have been some 
successes in 1981. This has beena 
record year for exporting corn 
from our record 200 million 
bushel harvest, a harvest with a 
farm gate value of more than half 
a billion dollars. Our numerous 
trade missions to other countries 
have increased Ontario's share 
of the world food market, and 

our Foodland Ontario Program 
has increased our share of the 
market here at home. 


\t is worth noting that the 
Foodland Ontario’ Program is 
playing an especially important 
rold in making Ontario more 
self-sufficient by replacing more 
and more imported foods with 
Ontario-grown foods. 


But what will 1982 be like? 
Right now it’s not easy to 
predict. The economists and 
other ‘experts’ don’t offer much 
hope. But there is one ray of 
sunshine. They predict that the 
interest rates will come down. 


Like most farmers, | am an 
optimist. All of us believe in 
Canada as a nation. We have 
experienced tough years before. 
Co-operation between govern: 
ments, industry, farmers and 
consumers have turned the 
wheel to better times in the past 
and will again. | look forward to 
4982 with a cautious degree of 
optimism.

There is something about our 
winters which causes me to look 
forward to them with great 
anticipation. | guess because it 
brings about an abrupt change, 
and | am in favour of change. 
The martin houses become 
deserted, the flocks of swallows 
that once darkened the skies are 
but a memory and the myriads of 
warblers that only a short while 
earlier were scrutinizing every 
leaf, have departed to warmer 
climes. 


Following in the wake of their 
departure is change. Changetoa 
new population of birds which 
have chosen this latitude to 
challenge the rigors of winter. 
Etched against a blanket of 
white, these birds bring a feeling 
of cheer and excitement to the 
winter scene. The delicate 
tinkling of the tree sparrows like 
tiny ice crystals as they flit from 
the protruding weed stalks on a 
still, frosty morning is a rare 
treat. The snow buntings reeling 
and banking across the 
meadows, the bands of black- 
capped chickadees cavorting in 
family groups in company with a 
nuthatch or a downy wood- 
pecker. 


Each winter is welcomed with 
equal anticipation for we never 
know what the season will 


delight us with from the boreal 
forests of Ontario. Sometimes 


the northern spruce forests will 
send down colorful flocks of red 
and white-winged  crossbills 
Another winter they may be 
absent, replaced by another 
species in equally impressive 
numbers. Of course, the 
evening grosbeaks with their 
voracious appetites are regulars 
every winter at most feeding 
Stations. 


The open waters of Lake 
Ontario are always hosts for 
flocks of northern ducks - the 
old squaw with their peculiar 
laughing cries, the contrasting 
blacks and whites of the scaup, 
the buffleheads and if we are 
really patient, perhaps a king 
eider. 


A mild furor is certain to ensue 
when a species which normally 
migrates is reported. We may 
find a Virginia rail attempting to 
glean a meagre living from a 
microscopic opening in a marsh, 
or a rufous-sided towhee 
making regular visits to a feeding 
station. 


This is what makes winter bird- 
watching so exciting. The thrill 
of the unexpected, and of 
course, the undeniable 
excitement of the winter bird 
count. If you have anything 
interesting this winter, let’s hear 
about it.

Growing house plants doesn’t 
have to be an expensive hobby. 
Look around the kitchen and 
you'll find many attractive 
house plants ready to grow. 


One of the most obvious 
examples of grocery bag 
gardening is the sweet potato or 
yam. These plants can be started 
easily in potting soil or even 
water. 


Place the base of the tuberina 
pot of soil and set it in a bright, 
warm location. Then let nature 
take its course. In a matter of 
weeks, young shoots should 
develop near the top of the 
tuber and soon you will have an 
attractive trailing vine. In 
warmer parts of the province, 
these plants can be transplanted 
into the garden in late spring for 
a fall harvest of sweet potatoes. 


If you like tropical plants, 
don’t throw out another 
avocado pit. With a little 
patience you can grow an 
avocado plant. 


The key to growing avocados 
successfully is to remember 
which end is up. Place the seed 
small end up in a container of 
potting soil. Water can be used,

rotting. Cover two thirds of the 
seed with soil. After watering, 
cover the top of the pot with a 
clear plastic bag to maintain 
humidity. During the germ- 
ination pericd, bright light is not 
essential, but warm temp- 
eratures are recommended. 


After a few weeks you will 
notice the first signs of life. The 
seed will appear to split. It takes 
four to six weeks before a shoot 
develops. After the plant 
reaches aheight of 15 to 18 
inches, pinch the growing point 
to encourage branching. 


If cacti or low maintenance 
plants are your fancy, try 
growing a pineapple plant from 
a pineapple top. Cut the leaves 
off the top, leaving about 2 to % 
inch of the fruit. Allow the top to 
dry in a warm room for three to 
four days. Set the cut surface on 
a 6 inch pot of coarse, gravelly 
soil. Water sparingly - this plant 
likes to be on the dry side. Roots 
should develop in six to eight 
weeks. 

-Try home-grown ferns by 
placing a hollowed out carrot 
top in a shallow saucer of water. 
Its lacey leaves make it an ideal 
cascading plant. Use the same 
method for beet tops to grow an 
attractive bronze-green foliage 
plant.

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Rideau Canal’s 150th 
Birthday a Historic Splash 


When Lieutenant-Colonel 
John By died in 1836 he was a 
bitter and disappointed man. He 
had been the genius behind the 
construction of the 197 km (122 
mile) Rideau Canal in what was 
then known as Upper Canada -a 
feat that required great courage 
as well as engineering 
excellence - and yet he’d been 
ordered home to Enea after 
its completion in 1832 to face an 
ene the canal’s 800,000 
pounds cost 


Though the investigation 
absolved By of any mis- 
management, the colone! didn’t 
live long enough to get the 
honors that were his due or see 
how important his creation 
would become to the birth of a 
nation 


Today, 150 years later, Ontario 
is poised to pay tribute to that 
achievement with a year long 
celebration in 1982. 


The Rideau sesquicentennial, 
started on New Year's day, and 
will not only honor the opening 
of the canal but its 150th year of 
successive operation. It’s a rare 
occurrence in North America 
because most of the continent's 
canals fell into disuse and closed 
down as railways and then roads 
usurped the waterways’ 
importance in communications 


Today, the 49 beautifully 
maintained locks and 24 lock 
stations strung along the Rideau 
Canal from Kingston to Ottawa 
stand as a tribute to the man who 
supervised their construction. 
They also serve as a focus for a 
unique and surprising holiday 
experience, allowing visitors to 
discover some of the loveliest 
countryside in Ontario, as well as 
a fascinating part of Canada’s 
past 


Though the canal was 
originally built as a defence 
project for British North 
America, the threat of another 
1812 war with the United States 
never materialized. The 
waterway did serve for a time as 
a transportation system of 
national and local importance, 
but its military, commercial and 
public usefulness declined by 
the end of the 1800s 


But at the beginning of the 
20th century, the Rideau Canal 
got anew lease on life. It became 
an attractive vacation destin- 
ation for Canadians and for the 
now-friendly invaders from the 
U.S. In 1972, it was transferred to 
the care of Parks Canada, a 
federal department that’s 
responsivie for the immaculate 

ocks and historic buildings that 
line the canal’s route today 


One of the most remarkable 
ettects of the Rideau Canal has 
been to forge a close 
relationship between the land it 
traverses and the people who 
nhabit its course. This loyal tie 
has resulted in a tremendous 
response to the 150th 
anniversary celebration. An 
estimated 5,000 citizens are 
actively involved in organizing 
about 350 different events 


A reincarnated Lieutenant- 
Colonel! By will naturally play a 
focal role in the sesqui- 
centennial. He attended the 
inaugural ball at Rideau Ferry on 
New Year's Eve and will officiate 
at the ceremonial opening of the 
canal for its 150th season on May 
23, and travel the Rideau from 
Kingston to Ottawa june 12 
through 26 in a re-enactment of 
the historic voyage that opened 
the canal in 1832. Travelling ona 
steam launch, with an escort 
convoy, he'll call on every 
community along the route,

When you decide to explore 
th locks, most of which are hand- 
operated today as they were 150 
years ago, be sure to pick up a 
free ‘pass port’ at the first lock 
station you visit. Keep it with you 
all year and get the lockmaster of 
each station to stamp and sign it 
for you as a unique souvenir of a 
holiday to remember. 


If you want to ‘explore 
Canada’s history on your trip, be 
sure to visit the blockhouse and 
lockmaster Anglin’s Visitor 
Centre at Kingston Mills. Follow 
the trail to the defensible

lockmaster’s house and the 
blacksmith shop at Jones Falls. 
Stroll through the villages of 
Burritts Rapids and Merrickville, 
which are still much as they were 
in the late 1800s. Visit the Bytown 
Museum theatre at the Ottawa 
locks. 


Of it’s peace, quiet and 
beautiful scenery you want, stop 
at any point on the canal. There 
are picnic tables and washroom 
facilities at most lock stations, 
and you'll never have to look far 
for a pleasant, green spot for 
sun-bathing or fishing. 


If you don’t own a boat but 
would like to take a water tour, 
that can be arranged. The 
Rideau Canal will adapt to your 
needs just as it did to Lieutenant- 
Colonel By’s 150 years ago. 


Survival tips for snow 
bound motorists 


In the wake of last weekend’s 
storm a few tips on survival for 
snowbound motorists seemed to 
be in order. Each winter brings 
new stories of motorists 
stranded by blizzards and 
snowstorms. According to the 
Ontario Safety League, alll 
motorists should carry basic 


winter survival equipment in the 
car 


Together with jumper cables, 
salt or sand to provide traction, 
your basic survival kit should 
include the following items: 


A shovel or hoe to improve 
your chances of freeing your car. 


A couple of wool blankets to 
Provide warmth. Make 
maximum use of body heat by 
sharing the blankets. 


Matches, candles or con- 
lainers of canned heat and a 
coffee can to melt snow for 
drinking water - never use 
unmelted snow as a substitute 
for drinking water. The candle 
and can could also double as a 
foot warmer. 


A couple of plastic bags can 
provide excellent protection 


from wind if it is necessary to go 
outside the car. Just cut out head 
and arm holes and slip them over 
the shoulders. However, leaving 
your car should only be done 


when absolutely necessary. 


A flashlight will provide light if 
you are forced to stay in your car 
overnight. It can also be used to 
signal your location to rescuers. 


Medical authorities say 
alcohol is not a good survival 
item. It causes dilation of blood 
vessels close to the skin, 


speeding up the loss of body 
heat. 


To stretch your gas and heat 
supply, run your engine about 
ten minutes in the hour. Keep a 
downwind window open acrack 
for ventilation when the engine 
is running. Make sure the tail 
pipe is clear of fumes. Don’t 
overlook newspapers as survival 
aids. They can be wrapped 
around feet or placed on the 
floor for extra insulation. 


There are, of course, items 
that drivers should always Carry 
no matter what the season: a 
chain or a stout rope for towing 
and flares to mark off the 
highway in case of an emergency 
or accident. 


Although it is a frightening 
experience to be stranded 
during a blizzard, try to remain 
calm. Panic is your worst enemy. 
Calm, reasoned action plus a 
basic survival kit will keep you 
alive for a surprisingly long time.

Agriculture Canada Minister 
Eugene Whelan has announced 
that the target returns for 
industrial milk would be 
increased from $38.06 per 
hectolitre to $39.61 per 
hectolitre for milk shipments for 
Canadian requirements 
effective January 1, 1982. 


This represents a 4.1 per cent 
increase since the last increase 
on August 1, 1981. 


The Agricultural Stabilization 
Board has been instructed to pay 
sour cherry producers a 
deficiency payment of 4.65 cents 
per pound for their 1980 crop. 


The payment is based on the 
difference between a support 
price of 29.9 cents per pound (90 
per cent of the previous five- 
year average market returns 
indexed to reflect cash cost of 
production changes) and 
average 1980 producer returns 
of 25.25 cents per pound. 


Restrictions have been 
imposed on potato imports from 
certain areas of the United States 
infested with a parasitic 
organism. 


The pest, call the Columbia 
Root-knot Nematode, was 
recently identified as a serious 
crop pest in the states of 


Washington and Idaho and in 
parts of California, Nevada and 
Oregon.

The chemicals - allidochlor 
and chlorbromuron were 
among five for which Health and 
Welfare Canada recently 
recommended cancellation of 
registration. 

In response to growers’ 
demands the registration of 
these chemicals will be 
continued as a ‘Restricted Class’ 
under the Pest Control Products 
Act. 

Allidochlor is considered 
essential for onion production 
and chlorbromuron is used for 
weed control in carrots. Both 
chemicals are applied early in 
the growing season. 


The Ontario Cattlemen’s 
Association welcomed the 
announcement that the Ontario 
Government will extend its 
emergency assitance program 
by making payments of $40.00 
per cow to Ontario cow-calf 
operators. Many cow calf 
producers were openly 
questioning whether they 
should reduce or get rid of their 
beef cows before the program 
was extended to their sector of 
the industry.

The stars of winter dazzie— 
Particularly when viewed on a 
moonless night from a dark location 
The “showpiece” now is Orion This 
loveliest of constellations, Surrounded 
by bright stars and distinctive 
formations, is a treat for naked eye 
viewing and one of the easiest for 
beginners to recognize. One can 
almost see the Giant Hunter of Greek 
mythology, his body outlined bya 
near rectangle of stars enclosing a 
jewel studded belt 
Look for colour contrast here 
Compare the Steady, ruddy hue of 
Betelgeuse (this star marks a 
shoulder of the giant hunter) with the 
white blaze of Rigel, diagonally 
opposite, marking Orion's knee. Both 
Stars are huge compared to our Sun 
Betelgeuse, a cool red supergiant 
may be in the final stages of its 
evolution while Rigel, a blazing white- 
hot supergiant and one of the most 
luminous of stars, is much younger. 


Aldebaran, distinctly reddish-orange 
in colour, is another huge star. It is 
easily located by extending a line 
upward from the three belt stars of 
Orion. At the tip of a V-shaped 
formation marking the horns of the 
bull, it indicates the right eye of this 
ferocious animal 


For a very special and quite unusual 
display of colour nothing surpasses 
the beauty of Sirius for when it is 
situated near the horizon it seems to 
flash quickly through a variety of 
colours from red to green to blue and

a diamond-like white star—the most 
brilliant in the heavens 

Sweep the whole area with 
binoculars. Not only are colours 
enhanced—more elusive treats are in 
store. Do not neglect the “fuzzy” area 
near the middle of the faint stars of 
the sword which hangs from the belt 
of Orion. This, the Great Orion 
Nebula, is magnificent in a large 
telescope! 

After sweeping the whole area of 
Orion, turn to Taurus and note how 
the number of stars in the two open 
Clusters, the Hyades and the 
Pleiades, multiply with optical aid 


The Double Cluster in the 
constellation Perseus displays two 
distinct swarms of stars in field 
glasses. Nearby, the star Algol-even 
without optical aid—is well worth 
watching for a few consecutive 
evenings. Known as the “Demon 
Star’ it displays a strange pattem of 
variability in brightness—for each 2 
days and 21 hours its brightness 
decreases by more than one stellar 
magnitude over a period of 4¥2 hours 
Then after 20 minutes it increases 
gradually to its normal brightness

1920 from O.T. Webster who was 
tryine to get Elwood Kelly to 
work for his company. Elwood 
might have been well advised to 
take him up on the offer, for on 
3 August 1920 he received the 
following: 


Dear Sir: 


We have decided to discontinue 
the Tractor business after 
September 1st. Arrangements 
are now under way for the 
Moline Plow Company to take 
over the entire Tractor business 
after that date. 


The writer will be in a position 
in a few days to give you 
something definite with regard 
to your future position after the 
Moline Plow Co. have definitely 
decided on their future policy. 


Yours very truly, 
Willys-Overland Limited 
V.P. Smyth 


From then on the corres- 
pondence shows the wheeling 
and dealing of all the parties 
involved. A letter of 20 Nov. 1920 
from Willys-Overland advises: 
‘We enclose our cheque for 
$31,20 which closes out your 
Tractor Parts Account with us.’ 


There are two letters from 
Moline Plow Co. in Illinois dated 
November 1920. One letter asks 
for a report on conditions and 
customer acceptance of their 
Moline Tractor and the other 
advises they have enclosed a 
cheque ‘for $7.50 covering salary 
after deducting $50.00 to apply 
to your trip allowance.’ 


Another letter of 22 Feb. 1921 
from Moline Plow Co.: 


The writer just returned a 
week ago from a very extensive 
trip throughout Ontario, in fact, 
all of Eastern Canada, but up to 
this time we have not definitely 
settled just what plans we will 
make for the sale of our Tractor 
throughout that territory, butwe 
expect to make this decision in 
the immediate future. 


You can rest assured Mr. Kelly 
that we are keeping you in mind, 
and should it develop that we 
will need a service man in

Your letter of the 14th 
received and was glad to hear 
from you.

A Mr. Carlmark from Moline 
was over here a week ago and 
spent a little over two weeks 
looking over conditions here, 
got a contract with Bell Bros. and 
I think that is all he did. 


| expect to get a letter from 
him any day now in answer to my 
letter with reference to looking 
after their Eastern Canadian 
business which was discussed 
when he was over here. If | hear 
anything I will let you know. 


With regard to R.A. Lister & 
Co. | have been working them 
hard but they have practically 
decided to go out of the tractor 
business all together. The same 
thing applies to the Renfrew 
Machinery Co. 


From the present outlook the 
only ones that are going to do 
much business in the tractor 
game are Fordson, Samson, 
International & Case. 


If Moline decides to turn me 
loose on this territory | want to 
go to Moline and geta thorough 
understanding so | will know 
where | am at, and when there | 
will try and get you back on as | 
can’t see how they can expect to 
get along without a service man.

Mr. Smyth and Mr. Carlmark 
were not to reach an agreement 
it seems, because a letter from 
Toronto dated 3 April 1921 from 
Carlmark states: 


‘Knowing that you have sold 
some of our tractors on Prince 
Edward Island the thought has 
entered my mind that you might 
be interested in securing a 
distributor’s proposition for that 
territory.

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Luckily Mr. Carlmark 
discovered that Picton was in 
Prince Edward County not in 
Prince Edward Island. A letter of 
April 28 from Illinois: 


“You will remember when the 
writer was in Picton, we 
discussed rather thoroughly the 
road grader which we are now 
selling to be used in connection 
with the Moline Universal 
Tractor.’ 


And again, a letter of May 19th 
(Note the 2 day delivery from 
Picton to Moline, Illinois!) 


“Your kind letter of May 17th 
at hand and the writer is very 
much pleased to note by same 
that the automobile dealer 
whom he visited while at Picton 
is still interested in a Universal 
Tractor, and that he may 
eventually be persuaded to take 
hold of our contracts.’ 


Meanwhile, Willys-Overland 
was still having maintenance 
problems with the machines 
they had sold and Elwood was 
called on for his assistance. 


On 17 October 1921 he 
received a cheque for $111.20 
from Willys-Overland to cover 
his expense account for the 
weeks ending October 8 and 15 - 
to be charged to S.A. Haywood, 
Wallaceburg. On 4 November 
1921 he received the following: 


‘Please accept our thanks for 
your prompt reply to our letter 
of the second instant, with 
reference to the trouble 
experienced with the oiling 
system of the Moline Tractor at 
Huntingdon, Que.’ 


Meanwhile, all was not well in 
Wallaceburgh: 


‘You will no doubt readily 
recollect all the circumstances 
surrounding the repairs to the 
tractor at Wallaceburgh. 
Apparently further trouble has 
occurred, and we are enclosing a 
copy of a letter received today 
from Mr. Bogart’s lawyer, 
wherein he describes the 
present trouble as the burning 
out of bearings. 


We rather imagine that this is 
another case of the oil conduit in 
the crankshaft getting plugged. 
However, we shall be glad to 
have your advice in this matter.’ 


In March 1922 he had a 
request from Leonard Redman 
in Birchcliffe, Ont. to help over- 
haul his tractor. Willys-Overland 
must have had a stock of Moline 
tractors on hand because in May 
1922 they asked Elwood to go to 
Freeman Campbell in Osgood to 
show him ‘how to properly 
attend to same.’ 


The last letter in this collection 
is from Moline Plow Co. dated 
July 7, 1922. 


‘We duly received your favor 
of June 27th and notice that you 
have taken up with Mr. G.H. 
Eisenbech, Elmira, Ontario in 
reference to servicing his 
tractor. 


We note that you have quoted 
him at the rate of $5.00 per day 
plus travelling expenses. 


In this connection, wish to 
advise that we have just advised 
Mr. Harry Jr. Smith of Cedar 
Springs, Ontario, of your ability 
and advised him in reference to 
the same price as mentioned.’ 


How much longer Elwood 
continued distributing the 
Moline Universal Tractor we do 
not know. Jack Chapman 
remembers that at the farm sale 
in the 1950s Len Foley of Foley 
Farm Supply in Picton, bought 
the remaining Universal Tractor 
and in turn sold it back to the 
Moline Co. in Moline, Illinois.

EDITORIAL 


Economists and politicians love to quote computer 
print-outs and tidy graphs showing the Gross National 
Product, per capita income and_ other indicators of 
national well-being. The figures don’t lie, they assure us. 
We're richer than last year; therefore we're happier. 


What do the economic indicators really tell us about 
the quality of life? Can the ‘quality’ which depends on 
many intangible factors, be measured by such economic 
indicators as G.N.P. and per capita income? How does 
one measure satisfaction, expectations, happiness, 
mortality and personal freedom? 


The continous growth in G.N.P. looks good on graphs, 
but it cannot continue indefinitely. Resource shortages, 
environmental deterioration and world-wide 
population growth must eventually run into the limits 
imposed by our finite world. If we don’t slow down, the 
forces of nature will do it for us. Man is not above the 
laws that control all forms of life on this planet. One 
need look no further than the gas pumps or Lake 
Ontario to see the effects of resource depletion and 
environmental destruction. 


A number of economists warn of impending disaster if 
the economy continues to grow. We will run out of 
resources and pollute the earth beyond reprieve. Such 
economists are promoting a life-style of ‘voluntary 
simplicity’. A conserver society in which the emphasis is 
not on consumption but ona simpler lifestyle - camping 
holidays instead of a trip to the Bahamas; cycling rather 
than motorcycles; cross country skiing, not 
snowmobiles. 


The trouble with this solution is convincing people to 
‘volunteer’. Most of the advocates are well educated 
people who have already achieved economic comfort 
and found it was not all that satisfying. Those who have 
not yet reached the heights will take some convincing 
that sleeping in a damp tent is better than the Bahamas, 
especially when such a trip representsa taste of the good 
life, and is also a status symbol. 


Typically, government policies are not often aimed in 
the same direction. Higher 8as prices may discourage 
the use of private cars, but as longas there is an elaborate 
system of excellent roads combined with poor public 
transport systems, the ownership and use of private cars 
is still being encouraged. 


We are in a slow growth economy right now. Many of 
the things that economists have feared for years are 
upon us, and we are not Prepared. Interest rates 
flucutate wildly, we are walking a razor edge in 
international politics, balanced over the top of a growing 
arsenal of nuclear weapons. We are devouring our 
resources and popluation in the third world continues to 
expand. Our government has no solution to the 
problem, nor do the governments of other nations. In 
fact it looks as though the ‘voluntary simplicity’ life- [

“Allan MacEachen’s weird 
and inept gang of six (the 
economists who designed the 
remarkably naive November 
budget that was riddled with 
errors) have their eye on a new 
homeowners’ tax.

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The quiet, relaxing country life!

Moving to the country was 
supposed to be a relaxing move. 
We were escaping the stress of 
city life in the interests of our 
present health and longevity. 
Life would be slower we mused. 
More time for recreation, 
relaxation and _ introspection. 
Well, | don’t mind sharing with 
you my new philosophy that 
anyone who really believes all 
that nonsense is washed up 
before they begin. 


For starters learning about 
country life after years of a city 
existence is like learning to walk 
all over again. There is an 
undisputed ‘back to basics’ 
existence which we pampered 
ones must learn to cope with. 


Take for instance the plumbing. 
Combine plumbing with our 
latest cold snap. Roll in an old 
house and the mixture spells 
trouble. Now my last house was a 
new one. It was insulated from 
ceiling to basement floor, the 
plumbing was new and in seven 
years of living there the most 
troublesome occurrance in the 
water department was a plugged 
toilet which overflowed. 


In the few short months we're 
occupied this 150 year old gem; 
heating, hydro and plumbing 
having all been installed after 
the fact; it has been necessary to 
learn a few basic details about 
the transportation of water to 
and from source and point of 
utilization. 


Not just water but that useful by- 
oroduct, electricity can be more 
difficult in the country. Pumps 
blow fuses. Dishwashers blow 
fuses. Automatic washers and 
dryers blow fuses. No longer can 
one slip down to the fuse box in 
an insulated, carpeted basement 
and in well lighted conditions 
change the offending com- 
ponent but instead coat and 
boots must be donned. A 
flashlight must be located. Out 
to the woodshed one shuffles - 
albeit quickly, it’s darn cold out 
there - hoping beyond hope 
that the object of this exercise is 
in the fuse box just inside the 
shed. When it is not it’s up the 
Stairs to the cold, dark area 
which houses box number two. 
When the deed is finally 
complete the next problem is to 
get the knees to quit knocking. 
Boy is it cold in that woodshed. 
Also | feel compelled to confess 
that the exercise is nerve 
racking. Heaven only knows 
what takes shelter from the 
harsh winds in ones woodshed. 


Of course there is also the 
novelty of the wood stoves. 
Wood smelis so good when it’s 
burning and the dry heat is so 
very comfortable. That is until 
your dried outskin begins to itch 
and itch and ..... It also plays 
havoc on a manicure. Now that is 
an understatement - it 
completely destroys the 
appendages to which the 
manicure is affixed. Slivers 
pierce the skin, dirt permanently 
settles under finger nails and 
one notices that someone, close 
at hand, smells frightfully 
smokey.

Can you 
imagine someone who has never 
used an axe, is scared to death of 
axes and who isn’t all that muscle 
bound to boot struggling to split 
a piece of wood in half.

Frightful for the 
nerves - just frightful. 


Did someone say life in the 
country is more relaxing? Well, 
to be sure there are no buses 
roaring past our door - no horns 


honking and noone trying to sell 
chocolate bars so that they can 
go to Europe for two weeks. 
There are, though, chores that 
just never quit. At the end of a 
day there’s no chalking up of 
today’s accomplishments. Not 
unless getting through the day is 
considered to be high on thelist. 


Recreation, relaxation and 
introspection. Those were the 
reasons why we, and probably 
many like us, moved to the 
country. For recreation we 
shovel out the barn and chop 
wood. For relaxation we sidle up 
to our roaring fire and sniff its 
fragrance (not too long or the 
inside of the nostrils shrivel up). 


Acid rain is 


If you ask most people in 
Canada about the source of acid 
rain, most of them will tell you 
that it comes from the United 
States. 


Frontenac-Addington MLA 
Earl McEwen says that this is 
because the Ontario govern- 
ment has mislead the people of 
the province. 


The fact is that Canada, and 
Ontario in particular is by no 
means innocent. Ontario’s 
contributions to the problem are 
significant to the whole of 
Eastern Candada, not just this 
province. A federal sub- 
committee recently published 
its report — ‘Still Waters: The 
Chilling Reality of Acid Rain.’ 


The United States produces 
more sulphur and nitrogen 
oxides than Canada, but the 
greater proportion of sulphur 
and nitrogen oxide deposits in 
each country result from 
domestic emissions, McEwen 
said. 


In the early 1970s a Swedish 
scientist warned about the 
effects of acid rain, which is 
produces when emissions of 
sulphur dioxide and nitrogen 
oxides combine with water in 
rainfall. The acid has drastic 
effects on the chemical balance 
of inland waters, to the point 
where they no longer support 
life. It is estimated that between 
2,000 and 4,000 lakes may already 
be acidified to the point where 
they no longer support desirable

The federal report makes 
many recommendations about 
pollution control legislation, 
an increase in public awareness 
and incentives to persuade 
polluters to cut down their 
emissions. This is particularly 
applicable in Ontario and 
Quebec which are the main 
Canadian offenders. Inco’s plant 
in Sudbury is Canada’s number 
one polluter, yet the provincial 
government has failed to 
enforce the environmental 
legislation that exists already. 


Now Ontario Hydro is 
pushing an $800-million plan to 
export enormous quantities of 
lectricity to the U.S. through an 
underwater cable across Lake 
Erie. Hydro admits that over 90% 
of this electricity will be 
generated in coal-fired stations, 
prime producers of acid rain. 
Research has estimated that 560 
Ontario lakes will become 
biologically dead from the 
emissions resulting from the 
plan over the 10-year life of the 
contract, according to Mr. 
McEwen. 


However, Hydro is not getting 
everything its own way for once. 
In. an unusual move, the 
Department of the Environment 
has intervened in the hearings of 
the National Energy Board on 
Hydro’s plan, urging that strict 
environmental controls be 
imposed on the project.

Palm of one’s hand, eventually 
end up as wooden bowls, 
Ornamental pieces and other 
Curios, all expertly turned on his 
wood lathe in the Prince Edward 
Region Conservation Author- 
ity’s work shop, on the eastern 
outskirts of Picton. 


Mr. Harns, employed here as 
general superintendent, 
started his hobby shortly after he 
assumed his position with the 
Authority six years ago. 
According to Doug, it all came 
about quite by accident when he 
casually fashioned a bowl one 
day from a piece of log using 
only a drill press. 


He has since expanded his 
hobby to include hundreds of 
precision made items from 
scraps of waste lumber and old 
logs, now turned on a lathe he 
purchased himself and uses in 
the Authority workshop. His 
wood includes not only species 
native to Prince Edward County, 
but he experiments, quite 
successfully, with wood from 
Ornamental shrubs (e.g. 
forsythia, lilac) and from pieces 
of wood from foreign countries 
given him by friends. 


His crafts often contain the 
wood from more than one kind 
of tree with one bowl containing 
an incredible 24 different types 
of wood laminated into one. He 
will take and use anything from 
broomstick handles to discarded 
bed posts and turn them into a 
work of art. Boxes of leftover 
pieces from carpenters, cabinet 
makers, wood carvers, or from 
just someone who finds an 
interesting piece of wood and is 
anxious to see what Doug will 
come up with. 


Doug says Prince Edward 
County is not one of the better 
areas in Ontario for the quality 
of wood sought after by 
craftsmen. ‘But | found with a 
little care and patience you can 
play around with just about 
anything.’ Some of his best work 
has been fashioned from red 
cedar,one of the more abundant 
trees in the county, but the most 
difficult wood to work with, he 
says, because it tends to crack

Doug works at his hobby 
during off hours, often arriving 
at the workshop long before 
daybreak and spending available 
weekends pursuing his hobby. 
easily. He has even made a bowl 
from plywood, considered an 
impossible task by many 
craftsmen. And no tree goes 
untried. A dead limb from one of 
two sycamore trees at South Bay, 
reputed to be the only 
sycamores east of Lake Erie were 
turned into an attractive bowl. 


Doug doesn’t follow any 
blueprint or given pattern when 
shaping his bowls. The bowls are 
designed as he goes along 
depending on the quality of the 
wood. All his pieces are finished 
with a coat of urethane. 


Especially. popular _ are. his 
miniatures. which: include 
everything from inch-long coal 
oil lamps and baseball bats to 
chess men and microscopic 
bowls. The miniature bowls 
resemble a small thimble in size 
with lids so tiny they require a 
pair of tweezers to remove. 


His use of the Authority 


workshop was made possible 
through the generosity of the 
Authority who felt his presence 
on the premises during off hours 
was a welcome asset in reducing

the possibility of vandalism. His 
bowls and other items are often 
presented to visiting dignitaries 
and to Authority members upon 
their retirement.

When James Richardson was Minister of Defence, eight 

years ago, I did a half-hour documentary film on the state 
of equipment and morale in our armed forces that was as 
depressing as !t was heartening. By that I mean that the 
equipment was in a shocking state, but that the morale 
and quality of the people in our armed forces was astonish- 
ingly high. In 1973, they were still using the trucks that 
had been purchased for the Korean war. The ancient Ar- 
gus aircraft, which weren’t replaced until recently, were 
still doing touch-and-goes at Greenwood -- an exercise that 
even then was becoming hazardous. The interceptor 
squadrons were ancient, and some of the ships we were 
running belonged in Maritime museums. At that time, our 
sea forces still included a clyde-built World War 11 des- 
troyer that I had served in as a reservist in the early 50’s. 
Nothing much has changed since I made that film. The 
older pieces of equipment have gone out of service, but 
there has been no major infusion of defense spending to 
make up for 20 years of saving money at the expense of the 
armed forces. The defense budget was beefed up recently, 
but only enough to satisfy our commitments to increasing- 
ly impatient allies in NATO. We are replacing the Argus, 
and we have bought the new F-18 interceptors and some 
other hardware. But while this has been going on, the 
navy has been quietly falling to pieces. Not long ago, a 
routine inspection uncovered cracks in the boiler heads of 
two Canadian destroyers. Another inspection uncovered 
boiler cracks on two other ships. If they had blown while 
the ships were at sea, engine room personnel would have 
been scalded to death. Last year, during NATO exercises, 
a six foot crack opened in the deck of the Fraser, and she 
limped cautiously back to port. In 1963, when the subject 
of replacing these St. Laurent class antiques was first rais- 
ed, the cost of six replacements would have been 300 mill- 
ion dollars. Today the price tag would be closer to two bill- 
ion. And given the governments efforts to reduce the defi- 
cit, the danger is that they will never be replaced. If we 
cannot protect our coastlines on three oceans, surely our 
primary line of defense, the time has come to fish or cut 
bait. Either eliminate the armed forces entirely, and rely 
on horseshoes instead, or give them the money to do the 
job properly and safely. There aren’t any other choices and 
we’ re running out of time.

| invited a friend, a teenager, 
to accompany my group on a 
Christmas bird census in our 
area last December. He had 
never been on one before so | 
spent a few minutes outlining 
bird counts and what they were 
all about. 


On the day of the count he 
told me that he had a dream the 
night before in which he saw 
himself probing the underbrush 
for birds. Suddenly, he heard a 
rustle. Quietly he crept forward, 
ever so slowly, using trees for 
cover. There! Behind that large 
bush! He raised his binoculars to 
his eyes and into the clearing 
stepped Big Bird from Sesame 
Street! 


The bird counts held every 
year at this time affect those 
involved in different ways. To 
the person just mentioned it 
resulted in a dream. To the poor 
newspaper staff who have the 
hideous job every year of 
typesetting the list of birds seen 
on the local counts, it becomes 
more of a nightmare. 


As birdwatchers, we have 
become accustomed to the 
often strange names that have 
been given our birds. We talk 
about black-throated green 
warblers, rufous-sided towhees, 
great black-backed gulls, 
yellow-bellied sapsuckers and 
black-backed three-toed 
woodpeckers without so much 
as batting an eyelash. 


Enter the weary typesetter 
who attempts to reproduce this 
strange assemblage of names 
and get them into print error 
free. Typographical errors 
invariably crop up and to the 
seasoned birder they are often 
hilarious. 


Almost without fail, the ruffed 
grouse turns into a ruffled 
grouse in most newspaper 
features. An account of birds 
seen during the Napanee bird 
census this winter in one local 
newspaper contained a number 
of species, new to Quinte area 
check lists, including a black 
scooter (said to be very 
rare).....that’s because he swims 
so fast no one can see him; there 
was a foreign bird, the horned 
greke, and that terrifying 
creature, the horn-headed 
cowbird. 


In past years other newspapers 
have reported sharply-skinned

such bulletin last year reported 
the appearance of several 
golden-brown knights.

Ever since the ice became 
strong enough to support a 
man’s weight, there have been 
large numbers of ice-fishermen 
busy off Deseronto’s Centennial 
Park.

Although there are some nice 
fish coming up through the 
holes, a picture like this is 
enough to make such dedicated 
fishermen cry.

It was taken last 
summer just north-east of Inuvik 
in the North West Territories. 


The fish were taken from the 
Eskimo Lakes, a series of stream 
connected lakes that are directly 
linked with the sea. This allows 
sea run herring to enter the 
inland waters, and because they 
are supposed to be the favorite 
food of lake trout, they are 
thought to be an important 
factor in the size of Eskimo 
Lake’s trout. 


Lake trout weighing up to 50 
Ibs have been caughtin the Lake, 
20 and 25 Ib fish are common.

According to the chemical pesticide industry of Canada, 
there’s a dirty, dishonest conspiracy afoot. if successful, it 
will cost Canadians billions of dollars, lay plagues upon the 
land and destroy decades of trust and tradition. An article 
in Canadian Business, July 1981 gave a run-down on the 
stand of the Canadian Agricultural Chemicals Association 
(CACA) and its attempts to counter the ‘meddlesome 


environmentalists . 


According to the CACA these are spreading vicious 
rumours about the safely of the industry's products. 
They're challenging the wisdom of using $250 million 


worth of chemical 


insecticides, 


herbicides and 


disinfectants in the nations homes and gardens, factories 


and farms. 


The CACA stepped up appeals to farmers to fight for 
their chemicals, stepped up their political lobbying and 
launched a media campaign to sway the hearts and minds 
of ‘our urban womenfolk’ who had been unduly 
influenced by the environmentalists claims that their food 


was chemically poisoned. 


The campaign has slowed, after the industry was 
betrayed by one of its own kind. The Industrial Bio-Test 
Laboratories Inc. of Illinois was discovered to have ‘serious 
deficiencies’ in the tests it had conducted on 123 pesticides 
for possible links with cancer and birth defects. 

The economic argument in favour of pesticides is 
powerful, and not easily criticized by the 95% of Canadians 
who depend on the labours and chemical applications of 
the 5% who farm so productively. Would our intensive 
farming system collapse without chemical pesticides and 
herbicides? James Hay, director of the Agriculture Canada 
research station in Saskatoon says a total ban with no 
replacement control would mean a 15% reduction in yield. 


But there are non-chemical alternatives in the works. The 
most comprehensive is called integrated pest management 
(IPM) and uses multiple controls such as fungi, parasites 
and bacteria specially bred to kill specific pests; mixing and 
rotating crops to repel them; and synthetic sex stimulants 


to drive bugs crazy. 


IPM is touted as the control method of the future. But 
until then, it seems we must live with our doubts about the 
safety of the chemicals currently in use. 


Small business feels the pinch

Canadians should have a great 
deal of sympathy for the 
thousands of entrepreneurs 
operating small and medium- 
sized businesses that are in 
financial trouble 


While many bankers, 
accountants and government 
experts suggest mismanagement 
is the major reason for business 
failures, there is little question 
high interest rates are playing a 
prominent role 


In a recent survey, for 
example, the 63,000 member 
Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business found 78 
percent of respondents had 
shrinking profits and 10 percent 
actually lost money. 


Another 32 percent had 
already laid off workers when 
the survey was taken last fall, and 
a full 56 percent said they had 
curtailed expansion plans 
because of the high rates. 

But that’s not the whole story. 

The evidence 


that small 


business is in bad trouble was 
underscored recently when 
Ottawa reported business 
bankruptcies reached a record 
8,055 in 1981, up an astounding 
22 percent over the previous 
year. In addition, at least that 
many companies were placed in 
a holding pattern called 
receivership and another 8,000 
simply closed up shop. 


That's the good news. The bad 
news from the economic 
forecasters is that the situation is 
going to get worse before it gets 
better. As more firms go broke 
and expansion plans are placed 
on the back burner, job creation 
will grind to a halt. And these 
small and medium-sized 
businesses have been creating a 
clear majority of new 
employment opportunities for 
years. 


That is why Canadians should 
have compassion for entre- 
preneurs in trouble. Without 
them, unemployment would be 
much, much higher that the one 
million people now seeking 
work.

Consider well before installing wood heat 


Back in the old days when oil 
was cheap, plentiful and 
convenient a lot of people 
switched from wood to oil for 
home heating. 


Now, as the oil prices climb, 
the trend has reversed - people 
are changing their oil heating 
systems for something else, and 
in the country, the alternative 
fuel is often wood. 


But all too often, the skills 
required for heating with wood 
have been lost - or never 
learned. There are several things 
to consider before installing a 
wood-burning appliance. 


First, consider the layout, 
insulation level and size of your 
home. The most common 
mistake is buying a stove that is 
bigger than necessary. This 
means that you may have to 
reduce the air supply to the 
stove to keep the temperature 
down to a bearable level. 
Smouldering fires and low 
chimney temperatures are a 
prime cause for creosote build- 
up, a dangerous fire hazard and 
perhaps the greatest problem 
associated with wood stoves. 


You should also check your 
insurance policy. Most 
companies will accpet claims for 
fire damage if the wood-burning 
equipment is properly installed, 
but some may not. 


Proper installation is the key to 
safety with wood heat. There are 
a number of books available on 
the subject and your local fire 
department will be glad to give 
advice. You should also check 
that you have the necessary 
building permits, and that your 
installation meets local building 
code requirement. 


There are many types of wood 
burners on the market - from 
wood furnaces to fireplace 
inserts and wood burning stoves.

All wood burning equipment is 
exempt from the seven percent 
provincial sales tax. 


As in buying any other major 
appliance, check the warranty 
carefully and ensure that the 
unit has been tested and 
certified by an approved testing 
laboratory. 


Once you have chosen the 
proper appliance, take some 
time to pick the right kind of 
wood. 


A cord of wood can produce 
as much heat as 80 to 100 gallons 
of domestic fuel oil - if it has 
been seasoned properly. This 
means it should have been dried 
for nine to 12 months after it has 
been split. Seasoned wood 
burns safely and efficiently. If 
you buy unseasoned green 
wood, dry it before you burn it. 


The heating value of wood 
varies with the species of tree. 
Dense hardwoods such as rock 


elm, ironwood, sugar maple, 
white oak, butternut, hickory, 
beech and red oak are among 
the best choices. Black 
cottonwood, red alder, balsam 
fir, white spruce, white cedar 
and basswood are not as good 
They produce poor coals and 
spark a lot. 


lf you want advice on wood- 
burning equipment you might 
also contact the Canadian Wood 
Energy Institute - a voluntary 
non-profit association created in 
1977. The institute offers courses 
and advice on choosing fuel, 
proper operation and install- 
ation of the equiment as well as 
information on the various 
codes, regulations and standards 
that ensure the safety of the 
equipment sold.

Farmers aren’t rich after all

According to a study released 
by the Economic Council of 
Canada, farmers are making a 
decent living. George Brinkman, 
an agricultural economist from 
the University of Guelph, wrote 
a report on farm incomes which 
states that on average, farmers 
make about as much as everyone 
else. 

In the 1970s farm tax filers 
earned between $22,000 and 
$54,000, if the ECC’s figures are 
to be believed. That's an average 
of $26,738 a year. 


The method used in 
calculating these figures Is 
irresponsible and misleading. 
Brinkman includes the money 
farmers earn outside of farming 
when he's showing farmers’ 
incomes 


The average farmer earns over 
two-thirds of his money trom 
non-farm employment. What 
the ECC really should have 
commissioned is a study on net 
income from farming alone Bul 
maybe. it wouldn't have given 


them as much publicity 


Brinkman makes many 
questionable calculations, like 
including capital gains from land 
and buildings in farmers 
incomes As every businessman 
knows, you don’t get capital 
gains until you sell your assets 
It's not money farmers can feed 
their families with, or buy feed 


and seed with. 


There's only one relevant 
figure in Brinkman’s calculations 
I's the one that shows what 
farmers got from working on the 
farm. 


Just one sixth of the money 
earned by farm tax filers was 
actually money earned on the 
farm - under $4,000. That means 
many farmers could quit farming 
tomorrow without damaging 
their incomes substantially. 


The study was written during 
the 70s, when the economic 
situation was vastly different. By 
releasing this dated report now, 
it seems the ECC is justy trying to 
discredit farmers, many of whom 
are struggling for survival.

He took his training trom his 
father and one of his earlier 
recollections is the time his 
father left the business for a few 
days, around 1945, while he 
attended a meeting.A gentle- 
man came in an insisted, almost 
pleading, that Bill sew on a new 
set of soles to a pair of boots 
which he had brought into the 
shop with him. Bill explained 
that he had never operated the 
sole stitcher before in his life, 
but when the customer refused 
no foran answer, Bill gave ita try, 
coming up with a finished 
product that was every bit as 
good ashis father could do. 


Bill says his father never took a 
coffee break, arriving at his shop 
at 8:30 in the morning and 
closing up at 6:00 pm. That 
doesn’t mean there weren't 
slack periods in the year. 
February was a poor time since 
everone was wearing overshoes. 
July and August also were slow 
months, the bare feet and sandal 
time of the year, with many of his 
regular customers away for the 
holidays. 


‘So that’s when we took our 
vacation, too,” laughed Bill and 
Neva 


But shoes and boots weren't 
the only items in the lives of the 
Henley family. They also 
sharpened scissors, knives anda 
variety of other cutting tools as 
well as ice skates. 


But among their most popular 
items were the bicycles which 
the shop carried and repaired 
since 1930. His ledger books list 
off hundreds of bicycles, both 
new and used, which passed 
through the doors of 317 Main 
Street. One book, slightly ink 
stained from water which 
dropped mysteriously from the 
apartment above, shows the very 
first bicycle was sold in 1930 toa 
Mr. Shortt at Green Point, in 
Sophiasburgh Township, blue in 
color, with a price tag of $35.00 


Roy Shortt of Green Point, 
proprieter of Quinte Treasures, 
is almost certain this had to be 
the bike his father bought for 
him in 1930 upon his entrance to 
high school. ‘I was only 11 years 
of age at the time, the youngest 
student to enter high school that 
year | had that bike for 


years.”

The Canada Oil Substitution 
Progam (COSP) is part of the 
National Energy Program. COSP 
provides Government of Canada 
grants to homeowners and 
businesses to help meet the costs 
of converting their heating 
systems to more plentiful 
domestic energy sources 


COSP offers taxable grants to 
cover one half the cost, up to 4 
maximum of $800, to home- 
owners who replace their oil 
heating systems 


Application forms and 
information on conversions to 
natural gas or electricity are 
available from your local gas 
company or electric utility 


Applications and information 
on conversions to wood, solar or 
propane are av ailable too. 


If you are considering heating 
with wood and would like to 
take advantage of the COSP 
program, here are some points

for the COSP grant, such as stove

401 ACCIDENT : : 

An accident involving nine 
tractor trailers, three cars anda 
pick-up truck on the 401 near 
Trenton killed three people and 
injured five others. Police fear 
there may be another body in 
the wreckage.

The problem with winter 
greenhouse production of 
vegetables in Canada has always 
been the cost of heating. As oil 
prices have risen in the past few 
years, the costs have become 
prohibitive.

size greenhouse of this type, 
built on the site of the Union 
Carbide plant in Chicoutimi is 
producing good quality 
tomatoes using waste warm 
water from the plant. 


The design of the greenhouse 
came about because researchers 
felt it was only necessary to heat 
the area directly around the 
plant, instead of the whole 
greenhouse. Tunnels one metre 
wide and one metre high were 
installed over the growing beds. 
During the day they are covered 
with transparent plyethylene 
and at night with an additional 
aluminized insulating cover. 


The experiments have shown 
that night-time energy needs in 
this type of greenhouse are one- 
third to one-fifth as high as ina 
conventional greenhouse. 


The system could easily be 
adapted to most regular green- 
houses. Also the temperature of 
each tunnel can be controlled to 
suit the plants inside. The heat 
can come from either 
conventional sources, or from 
industrial waste heat, as at 
Chicoutimi. 


The double-tunnel green- 
house offers hope that 
greenhouse production will be 
feasible in northern areas. It 
should be possible for 
communities to produce 
enough tomatoes and salad 
greens to supply their needs, 
and still be economically 
competitive with imported

importance to the new bird 
student is the assistance of a 
knoledgeable birder in the field 
with whom any sightings may be 
verified or questionable field 
marks argued. 


In my earlier years as a 
birdwatcher 1 was quite 
fortunate to have one such 
person, the late Orval Kelly 
whose column, Nature Rambles 
appeared in a Trenton 
newspaper for more than a 
decade. | always envied his 
ability to constantly churn out 
fresh material three times a week 
while at the same time keeping 
his columns interesting and 
lively. 


It was in March of 1966 when | 
first met Orval. It was on this visit 
when he introduced me to 
Presqu ‘ile Provincial Park, one of 
his favorite birdwatching haunts, 
subsequently becoming one of 
mine. | remember him as being 
unhurried and methodical, 
never marking his check list until 
all field marks had been verified 
and the bird’s identity 
determined. 


He wasa big help to me during 
those early years, and even 
though it seemed he knew 
virtually every species of bird in 
Ontario, its song, field marks and 
characteristics from memory, he 
still found time to spend an 
entire day with a beginner who 
consistently experienced

One of my fondest memories 
of Orval was his recollections of 
the past when birdwatching was 
done on ‘shank’s mare’, as he 
used to say.
